“I. ean not ' bHring mysclf th o approve
and accept the responsibllity for the
county measure as [t stunds”  sald
Governor Carter this morning after he
had sent in his veto of the gounty gov-
ernment act, “While 1 belleve, an I
have sald before, In more representa-
tive local governments, 1 belleve that
our people musat grow to the system.
This bill provides for an Immediate
complete overthrow of our scheme of
finances, and [ cannot approve the plac-
ing of practically all the revenues in
the hands of county officinis.

“I have tried to be an excéption to
the rule of hilstory, that a man In
whose honds power 18 placed begins to
think that he knows all and that his
judgment is better than unyone elae’s,
and have tried riather to give what the
people want, but I do not feel that 1
can accepl the responsibility of approv-
ing this measure. My whole polley has
been directed townrds estublishing tho
finnnelnl standing anhd  orédit of ths
Territory, und to slgn this bl would
be 1o oppose that policy. 1 belleve that
it will produce results which the men
who pasa It do not expect. Under the
haw, f the Territory defaults In puy-
ments on bondg, the bondholders may
tnke the Territorial treasury, This they
chnnot do T think, with couniy treas-
urles, and I do not think the act will
improve our credit

“It seems lkely that the bill will be |

passed over n veto, and the legisinture
undoubtedly has g right to pass it. In

“There wis no resgon for Stoessel,™
he sadd “to Bave sirrendersd when he
did.  He had 25000 fghting men: and
whould not “sve given vp, It he hod
held on the plagde would he hesleged yet
48 the Japanese conld not have taken
the fortress. The capture of the 203
meter hill guve the Japanese simply
control of the harbor and the Russian
yvesrels but that position dld not com-
mand the main fortress, In fact up
to the time that 200 meter hill fell, the
outer fortifeations were Intact 1
gcame back 287 Russian officers from
Port Arthur to Japan and they were
unanimoug in thelr eriticlsm of Stoes-
nel.

“Une serious Ltrouble with the Rus-
glan forces was the frictioh thal exist-
ol General Smernoff was originally
the commander at Port Arthur bt
Sioessel was sent out luter ns the gov-
